RESOLUTION  NO.  1148-1964 


WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  has  heretofore,  through 
this  Board,  acquired  the  right-of-way  for,  and  established  and  con- 
structed an  Eastbound  traffic  lane  extending  Taylor  Street  from 
Fairfield  East  to  connect  with  Williams  Street,  and  has  acquired 
the  right-of-way  for,  and  established  and  constructed  a street  for 
one-way  traffic  West  from  Masterson  Avenue  connecting  with  Taylor 
Street , and 

WHEREAS,  said  street  has  been  constructed  entirely  out 
of  public  funds , and  without  the  contribution  of  property  therefor 
by  any  adjoining  property  owner,  and  without  any  assessment  of 
any  of  the  costs  thereof  to  any  adjoining  property  owner,  and 

WHEREAS,  said  street  is  of  such  character  that  it  will 
be  heavily  traveled  and  is  designed  for  through  traffic  by  reason 
of  which  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  the  traffic  conditions 
which  will  exist  on  said  street  justify,  and  will  continue  to  justify, 
the  designation  and  establishment  of  said  newly  constructed  streets 
as  limited  access  facilities  into  which  the  connection  of  direct 
private  entrances , private  driveways , or  other  means  of  access  shall 
be  prohibited  and  to  which  the  establishment  and  connection  of  pub- 
lic entrances,  approaches,  or  crossings  shall  be  permitted  on  a 
limited  basis  only. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public

Following  up  with  our  telephone  conversation  of  April  27, 

I am  setting  forth  in  this  letter  a preliminary  inquiry  as  to 
the  possibility  for  street  ingress  or  egress  for  the  captioned 
property  owners.  In  fuller  description  of  the  real  estate,  I 
should  mention  that  this  is  the  parcel  of  land  abutting  Fair- 
field  on  the  west,  the  east  bound  lane  of  Taylor  Street  on  the 
north,  and  service  station  real  estate  on  the  south. 

On  November  4,  1964,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  in  answer 
to  a letter  from  the  Golden  Imperial,  Inc.,  Indianapolis , 

Indiana,  indicated  their  disapproval  for  a driveway  permit  for 
ingress  or  egress  onto  Taylor  Street  for  this  real  estate.  This 
applicant  was  a prospective  purchaser  of  the  real  estate  from 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buanno. 

Two  other  possibilities  exist  for  which  we  would  be  grateful 
of  consideration  by  the  Board.  First,  we  would  be  pleased  to 
know  if  favorable  consideration  might  be  given  to  a driveway  by 
which  egress  only  was  allowed  from  Taylor  Street  onto  the  real 
estate  in  question.  Secondly,  we  are  interested  in  knowing 
whether  favorable  consideration  might  be  given  if  a deacceler- 
ation lane  could  be  provided  to  remove  traffic  turning  off  of 
Taylor  Street  from  the  normal  moving  lane.

I might  mention  at  this  time  that  at  the  time  of  the 
completion  of  this  extension  of  Taylor  Street,  that  there  was  a 
driveway  affording  access  to  this  real  estate  from  Fairfield 
Avenue.  Mr.  Buanno  reminded  the  parties  at  the  sight,  of  this 
driveway,  but  when  the  concrete  was  poured,  a curbing  was 
installed  without  any  drive  facility.  This  matter  is  not  raised 
as  having  any  special  effect  on  our  above  inquiry,  but  the 
property  owners  wish  to  reserve  this  right  which  they  originally 
had.
